Something New in Railroads. 

The idea of a railroad-car seventeen feet 
wide, and running at the rate of sixty miles 
an hour, is well calculated to shock the ad- 
vocates of narrow-gauge ; nevertheless, that 
idea is advanced by a prominent railroad 
man of Pennsylvania, Mr. R. A. WILDER, 
and has been favorably received in many 
quarters, Mr. Wu pn has invented some- 
thing entirely new in the way of a rail- 
road. His plan, as explained by the Phil- 
adelphia Evening Bulletin, is to build on 
the frontiers or in districts too thinly pop- 
ulated to support an expensive road, a 
single-track road of one-metre gauge

Two of these will then 
1 to one broad - gauge car, and, 
if desired, the 56j.inch cars can be run on 
the central track, while the whole may be 
drawn by one broad - gauge locomotive or 
by a “double team” of narrow-gauge en- 
gines. 

The advantages claimed for this plan 
are numerous. The economy of the nar- 
row-gauge roads, as we said above, has 
been established beyond dispute, and Mr.

A great revival of literature is expected 
in France. The leading publishers have their 
presses running day and night. 

Ivan Tourguenek, the great Russian 
novelist, is at work upon a transiation of George 
Sand's books into bis native language. 

Prof. Henry von Sybel, the eminent 
Prussian historian, corresponds with foreign 
scientific reviews in four different languages. 

The Leipsic Central Blatt, which is noted 
for ite correct appreciation of literary affairs, 
gays that Vienna has the best newspapers in the 
world. 

Karl Gutzkow, the German romaacist, 
has in press another long novel, which, like his 
“Ritter vom Geist, will al no fewer than nine 
volumes. 

Vienna will soon have a paper published 
in the English language. Two of the former ed- 
itors of Galignani's Messenger will be at the 
head of it. 


Paris has lost, in consequence of the war 
and the Communist insurrection, seventy-two 
journalists, over one-half of whom were writers 
of distinction. 

One of the leading French Communists 
was Elisee Reclus, the illustrious sacenf. He 
was among the insurgents who were killed at ths 
Pere-la-Chaise. 

The Italian philologians are again en- 
gaged in a controversy about the question 
whether the Odyssey and the Iliad were written 
by one or several persons. 

‘Ma. Cane Fexxo Horrmay, the poet 
and novelist of the past generation, is still living 
an inmate of an insane asylum in Peunsylyania, 
where he has been for twenty years. 


It is announced in a Berlin newspaper 
that the brother of Prince Albert, Duke Ernest 
of Saxe-Coburg, has a volume of personal 
reminiscences in press. He wields an excelleat 
pen. 

Victor Hugo, his son, and Paul Meurice, 
will resume the publication of the Parts Rappel 
im London. Victor Hugo himself will reside for 
some time yet at the country-seat of a friend 
inthe Grand-duchey of Luxembourg. 

Mrs. Oliphant, whose writings have been 
very popular in this country, until revenily 
never received a cent from an American pub- 
lisher. She proposed eppropriating the amount 
to a monument commemorative of the event. 


The Society of Dramatic Authors in 
Paris has distinguished itself by expelling Vic- 
tor Hugo. The motion was offered by M. de 
Montepin, a writer of sensation novels and third- 
rate plays, and carried by a small majority. 

Mr. Albert Wolff, one of the most 
trilliant of the Figaro editors, who was compelled 
toleave Paris when the late war broke out, re- 
turned at the close of hostilities, sought and ob- 
tained his old position, and is now a vehement 
foe of the Prussians. 


The Sultan of Morocco, having recently 
read the translation of Hacklaender’s “Fairy 
Tales into the Arabian language, has sent the 
author a valuable present, and a letter in which 
he expresses to him the pleasure which the peru- 
sal of the work afforded him. 


A Leipsic dealer in autographs offers the 
manuscript of Victor Hugo's “Notre-Dame” for 
sale. He asks seventy-five dollars for it. It is 
written on very coarse blue paper, and contains 
very few erasures and alterations, a proof of 
the authors extraordinary facility of compo- 
sition. 

Our scientific readers will be interested 
to learn that Sir William Thomson's volume of 
Papers on Electrical Subjects“ is announced as 
in press by Macmillan & Co. It will be remem- 
bered that the eminent Professor is Presiden: 
elect of the British Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science. 

Patriotic ladies in Germany are collect- 
ing autographs of eminent men for the great 
fair which will be heid next fall in Berlin for the 
benefit of the wounded soldiers. The collection 
of autographs, which now numbers already five 
thousand and five hundred specimens, will be 
the first prize at the fair. 

Immanuel Bekker, the great philologian, 
who died recently in Berlin, left his large libra- 
ry, containing a great many valuable works, to 
the city of Strasbourg. The new Strasbourg 
Library, it is believed, will contain more volumes 
than the old ome, which was destroyed during 
the bombardment of the city. 

Tie pudlisher of the Leipsic Garten- 
laube, the most widely- circulated literary news- 
paper in Germany, says, in an article in that 
journal, that his printing expenses alone amount 
every day to one hundred and fifty-five dollars, 
and that it takes three weeks to get up one 
issue of the Gartenlaube. Twelve thousand free 
copies are given to booksellers taking certain 
quantities of the journal. 


Ferdinand Freiligrath, the German poet, 
is engaged, at his quiet home near Stuttgart, in 
Wartemberg, in translating Shakespeare. The 
first volumes will appear next fall, when there 
will be also tssued the first numbers of the 
transiation of Shakespeare's plays by King 
John of Saxony. The latter will be published 
under the nom de plume of Philalethes, under 
which the King formerly issued his translation 
of Dante. 


The popularity of Berthold Auerbach 
has recently sensibly declined in Germany. Like 
a great many other German novelists, Auerbach, 
relying on his fame, published too many books. 
Some of his recent productions were pronounced 
unworthy of his fame by the leading critics, and 
the consecuence has been that he has been una- 
bie to find, thus far, for the new novel he has 
written, a publisher willing to pay him the high 
price he demands for it. Formerly, he was over- 
whelmed with offers from bocksellers, and al- 
ways obtained his own prices for his books. 


Mr. Ruskin, since the commencement of 
the year, has issued a monthly letter to the 


working men of England, wherein, in his own | 


peculiar style, now persuasive, now argumenta- 
tive, sothetimes humorous, and sometimes satir- 
ical, but always powerful, he advocates and ad- 
vises many wholesome and practical reforms. 
One of these letters closes as follows: “Do your 
own work well, whether it be for life or death. 
Help other people at theirs, when you can, and 
seek to avenge no injury. Be sure you obey 
good laws, before you seek to alter bad ones. 


The eminent historian of the Norman 
Conquest” and the ‘‘History of Federal Govern- 
ment,” Edward A. Freeman, M. A., has in press, 
to be published by Macmillan, a volume of the 
essays on historical and cognate subjects which 
he has contributed to various periodicals during 
the last few years.

Mr. Sullivan—I regard it as manslaughter in 
the third degree. statute embraces three 
classes—willful or gross negligence and igno- 
rance. The penalty is imprisonment lu the 
State prison not exceeding four years. 

Judge Sutherland—What have you to say 
in reference to their admission to bail? 

r. Sullivan—TI bare this to say: In such 
cases the rule in the District Attorney’s office 
has invariably been to oppose the granting of 
bail when there is likely to be a grand jury in 
session within a very few days. There will 
bea grand jury onthe 26th—Monhday week. 
{ see pothing in the circumstances of this case 
to induce me to suggest or consenttoa de- 
parture from that uniform practice In cases 
of homicide. 

The Coroner’s verdict having been read, 
Judge Sutherland remarked thatthe charge 
was not technically sufficient except as 
against one of the accused. 

Mr. Sullivan stated that the commitments 
were in proper form. 

Mr. Brown said that under the nineteenth 
section of the statute possibly an officer of the 
company or the captain of the boat could be 
held under the charge of manslaughter in the 
fourth degree, the penalty being two years’ 
imprisonment. They had no disposition to 
shirk in the matter at all. 

Judge Sutherland—it is an extraordinary 
case. If the accident resulted from careless- 
ness a great wrong, terrible in its results, has 
been committed. I cannot doubt but that 
Mr. Vanderbilt can give good bail, and the 
others probably can through him. If they can 
procure bailfor a sufficient amount to secure 
their appearance I don’t see why they should 
not be admitted to bail. 

Mr. Sullivan—The Coroner’s verdict is in 
the nature of a judgment, and stands as a ver- 
dict against these men. Now, we all feel that 
a time has come when there should be, ina 
marked way, a demonstration that the law in 

ct to injuries and loss of life of this char- 
acter shall be enforeed—that the law shall be 
vindicated. I don't think there will occur a 
case in which this determination can be more 
appropriately shown than in this. The evidence 
shows that there really was a defect in that 
boller which prudent, careful people would 
have seen. 

Judge Sutherland—lI shall treat the case 
just as though these men had been indicted; 
but, after all, the point ts whether ball, in all 
5 roba bility, will without doubt secure their at- 
tendance for trial. The commitment now Is for 
the purpose of securing that attendance. The 
question js whether by taking this bail in an 
amount they are able to give there will be any 
donbt about their appearance. In some State 
I noticed there was a case not long since where 
there has been an indictment, and I don’t know 
but a conviction, for gross carelessness in the 
carrying of passengers, In this State sucha 
conviction would be a new thing so far, I know, 
though there may nave been an indictment for 
such cause. This shows it is not probable 
these parties would run away. That addresses 
itself to my good sense; still I will fix the bail 
in an amount abundantly sufficicnt to secure 
attendance. 

Mr. Brown—In reference to that permit 

me a single observation. I have sat and 
heard all the cvidence given upon the in- 
&pectors’ investigation, and also all the El- 
dence given before the Coroner. Mr. Sulli- 
van has stated that the evidence was pub- 
fished very fully in the newspapers, am 
1 to say that it has not been pub- 
ished very fully. It is on record and can 
be examined by any persons interested. The 
facts in favor of the defendants have never 
been published in the papers; public senti- 
ment has been against us; we don't stand 
here to ask that an amount be fixed to secure 
our attendance; we come voluntarily.
